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AUSTRIAN CHANCELLOR FIGL AND ITALIAN PREMIER 
DE GASPERI MEET. Austrian Federal Chancellor Leopold 
Figl and Italian Premier Alcide de Gasperi met at the Karer 
Pass in the Dolomites, Italy, on August 20th for a confer- 
ence on Italo-Austrian relations. Although the meeting was 
of a private character and no official communiqué was issued, 
it is assumed that the two statesmen discussed various pro- 
blems of Italo-Austrian cooperation — particularly the situa- 
tion in the South Tyrol —in an atmosphere offrank cordiality. 


FOREIGN MINISTER GRUBER ON THE SOUTH TYROL 
SITUATION. On the occasion of his presence in Innsbruck 
for the opening of the Trade Fair, Foreign Minister Karl 
Gruber held a conference with Deputy Governor Mayr, Pro- 
vincial Assembly President Obermoser and Dr. Lugger, pro- 
vincial chairman of the People’s Party, at which the latter 
told him of the keen interest with which the North Tyrol 
viewed all questions concerning the South Tyrol. Dr. Gruber 
told the officials that the Federal Government was con- 
tinuing to follow events in the South Tyrol with considerable 
attention and that it would do everything in its power to 
press for the unmitigated application of the principles laid 
down in the Paris Agreement. The conference provided re- 
newed evidence that the views of the Federal Government 
were in complete harmony with those of North Tyrol officials. 
The latter were assured that the central government would 
continue to consult with North Tyrol authorities on all 
questions affecting the South Tyrol. 


CHANCELLOR FIGL COMMENTS ON AUSTRIA’S INTER- 
NATIONAL POSITION. On the occasion of the 900th anni- 
versary of the foundation of the city of Retz, in Lower Aus- 
tria at the Austrian-Czechoslovak border, Chancellor Leo- 
pold Figl delivered an important policy speech in which he 
outlined Austria’s position in the present international situa- 
tion. ‘‘For years,’’ Dr. Figl said, ‘‘the Austrian Government 
has been waging a relentless struggle to restore not only the 
political, but also the economic, independence of Austria — 
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one which had been promised so solemnly to her in the past. 
The fact that this struggle has led to only partial successes 
so far is surely not the fault of the Austrian people or their 
Government. For years now, we have scrupulously fulfilled 
all preliminary conditions for the restoration of our freedom 
and sovereignty, but discord in the high councils of the 
Great Powers has deprived Austria of her rightful reward. 
What is more, we cannot escape noting that disagreements 
among the Great Powers continually produce reactions de- 
trimental to Austria and that differences of opinion between 
other nations are compromised here in Austria at the latter’s 
expense. In spite of all these disillusions and reverses, 
however, we must not tire nor grow weary. The fact that 
today’s dangerous international tension in Korea and on the 
Iranian oil question seems to show such promise of a settle- 
ment at the conference table may possibly also give us a 
certain assurance that the Austrian question will finally 
be placed on the agenda for an agreeable, sensible and 
necessary overall settlements between the Great 
Powers. ’’ 


PRESIDENT KOERNER OPENS INNSBRUCK TRADE FAIR. 
Federal President Theodor Koerner formally opened the 19th 
Export and Sample Fair of Innsbruck in the Tyrolean capital 
on August 23rd. In this connection, President Koerner 
stressed the special mission he believed the Innsbruck Fair 
was called upon to fulfill within the scope of the country’s 
economy. ‘‘Vienna, the federal capital of Austria,’’ Dr. 
Koerner said, ‘‘has for centuries had the mission, imposed 
upon her by nature itself, of acting as mediator between 
East and West, and although the present difficulties make it 
particularly hard to do full justice to this mission, not all 
threads have been severed and we are not giving up the hope 
that some day these may be more firmly tied. Innsbruck, in 
turn, is predestined to be the meeting-place between the 
North and South of Europe, where these two parts of the 
Continent can exchange their goods with one another and 
with Austria. We are still not living under conditions of real 
peace and our economic situation still imposes restrictions 
upon us, particularly in the field of foreign exchange which 
leaves much to be desired. But the progress achieved from 
year to year is unmistakable. Ifall of us stick together and 
apply a common effort in striving for continued improvement 
and full independence, this progress will be a lasting and 
an ever greater one.’’ 
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AUSTRIAN MINISTERS KOLB AND TSCHADEK VISIT THE 
UNITED STATES. Dr. Ernst Kolb, Austrian Federal Minister 
of Trade and Reconstruction, and Dr. Otto Tschadek, the 
Austrian Minister of Justice, arrived in New York on August 
2, 1951. Their trip to this country was in response to an in- 
vitation from the Social Science Foundation of the Univer- 
sity of Denver, Colorado, where they participated at a con- 
ference entitled: ‘‘Protection of the World’s Freedom Through 
Democratic Alliances.’’ The Austrian Ministers arrived in 
Denver on August 6th. 


On August 12, they returned to Washington, where Dr. Kolb 
visited Secretary of Commerce Charles Sawyer, as well as 
a number of U.S. Government officials charged with European 
economic problems, including Mr. Raymond Miller, Acting 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce and Director of the Office 
of International Trade; Mr. Homer M. Byington, director of 
the Office of Western European Affairs, Department of State, 
the latter’s Deputy Mr. Francis T. Williamson, and Mr. 
Montgomery H. Colladay, Officer in Charge of Italian and 
Austrian Affairs, Department of State. Dr. Tschadek also 
held important talks with Attorney General Howard McGrath 
and his Deputy, Mr. Philip B. Perlman, Solicitor General. 
The Austrian Minister of Justice also spoke with the Director 
of the Anti-Trust Division, Mr. Adrian S. Fisher, Legal 
advisor of the Department of State,and discussed with him a 
mutual Legal Aid Treaty between the United States and 
Austria. 

The United States ChamberofCommerce gave a luncheon 
in honor of the two Austrian Ministers, at which Dr. Kolb 
spoke on the subject of Austria’s position in worldtrade 
‘*Already in 1946,’’ Dr. Kolb said, ‘‘Austria again became a 
member of the International Chamber of Commerce; although 
still an occupied country, she participated in 1947 in Havana 
in the negotiations for the foundation of the Intemational 
Trade Organization (ITO); she is active in the OFEC,a 
member of the European Payments Union, the International 
Monetary Fund, the World Bank and the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade (GATT). Austria is also following with 
great interest the International Materials Conference. The 
establishment and activities of the United States — Austrian 
Chamber of Commerce, Inc., in New York, are in themselves 
proof of our willingness to participate in world trade, as 
was likewise the participation of Austria at the First Inter- 
national U.S. Trade Fair in Chicago last year. 

‘*By our own efforts,’’ Dr. Kolb continued, ‘‘we would 
never have been able to recover, but,thanks to American 
aid,our agriculture and forestry is working with new machines 
and methods, improving the soil and its yields, and securing 
more and more food for our nation. Our basic industry and 
factories for finished products are rationalized, the produc- 
tion figures of our mines have exceeded by more than one- 
half the production figures of 1938, our rich water resources 
are in the process of development, and the facilities of the 
tourist trade are being modernized.’’ 


In an interview, Minister of Justice Tschadek said that 
all four occupation powers had at one time or another tried 


to influence the country’s administration of justice. ‘‘In one 
year alone, the Russian occupation authorities had tried, 
in some 300 cases, to interfere with Austrian judges in the 
execution of their duty. Judges are summoned to the offices 
of Russian commandants and threatened with punishment by 
the occupation powers if they refuse to dispense justice and 
hand down decisions in conformity with the instructions of 
the occupation power. Austrian justice officials are press- 
ing for the elimination of all military court procedures a- 
gainst Austrian civilians and every effort is being made to 
obtain for Austrian citizens, who incur damage at the hands 
of members of the occupation forces, the right to file their 
claims for redress in Austrian courts. For the past few years 
the United States has discontinued military court proceedings 
against Austrian civilians and negotiations are now under 
way to extend Austrian legal jurisdiction to American citi- 
zens in Austria as well.’’ 

After a brief visit of New York, the Austrian Ministers 
sailed on the ‘‘Mauretania’’ for their retum trip home on 
August 18th. 


PRINCESS MARY, SISTER OF KING GEORGE, VISITS 
AUSTRIA. In July of this year, Princess Mary, sister of 
King George VI of Great Britain, came to Spittal a.d.Drau 
in Austria to present two new flags to the West Yorkshire 
Regiment stationed in that area. The colorful ceremony was 
held in the presence of Field Marshall Sir William Slim, 
Chief of the Imperial General Staff, General West, Com- 
mander in Chief of the British troops in Austria, and Sir 
Harold Caccia, British High Commissioner in Austria. After 
the formal presentation of the flags, the Princess Royal 
left for Klagenfurt where she inspected British military 
units stationed in the Carinthian capital, British military 
police detachments and British Red Cross personnel. On 
July 28 the Austrian Federal Government gave an official 
reception in honor of Princess Mary at the Schloss Hotel in 
Velden, on the Woerthersee. Chancellor Leopold Figl greeted 
the Princess Royal on behalf of the Federal Government and 
conveyed to her the compliments of President Koerner. In 
her reply, Princess Mary thanked the Austrian Government 
for the warm welcome extended to her and raised her glass 
‘*to the health and happiness of the Austrian people, their 
economic progress and their freedom and independence.’’ 
Among the prominent Austrian personalities who also at- 
tended the reception were Vice Chancellor Adolf Schaerf, 
Foreign Minister Gruber and leading officials ‘of the Chan- 
cellor’s Office and the Carinthian Provincial Government. 
As the reception drew to a close Dr. Figl presented Princess 
Mary with an equestrian Augarten porcelain figure of Prince 
Eugene of Savoy as a memento of her visit of Austria. On 
July 30th the British Princess Royal left for Germany. 


SWEDISH MINISTER NILSSON ON OFFICIAL VISIT TO 
AUSTRIA. Early in August, 1951, Swedish Minister of Com- 
munications Torsten Nilsson paid an official visit of state 
to Austria. Originally, Prime Minister Erlander was to have 
come to Vienna, but was unable to do so due to illness. The 
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Austrian Federal Government gave a reception in honor of 
the Swedish Minister who was greeted by Chancellor Figl 
and Vice Chancellor Schaerf. In his welcoming address, 
Dr. Figl said that Sweden’s help to Austria had been a 
manifestation of real human generosity and true friendship, 
and asked Minister Nilsson to convey to all the people of 
Sweden the thanks and gratitude of the Austrian nation for 
the assistance they had extended to it during the post-war 
years. The Swedish Minister replied by thanking Dr. Figl 
and expressing, on behalf of all segments of the Swedish 
population, the sincere hope that the people of Austria be 
allowed to rehabilitate their beautiful country by peaceful 
work and soon regain their complete sovereignty. Present 
at the reception were also Austrian Ministers Helmer and 
Kraus, as well as Mayor Jonas of Vienna. At the end of his 
visit Minister Nilsson held a press conference for Aus- 
trian press and radio representatives. 


NEW BORDER-CROSSING POINT TO YUGOSLAVIA. In 
August Austrian and Yugoslav officials formally opened a 
new border-crossing point at the Seeberg Pass near Eisen- 
kappel. This particular frontier station had been closed 
since 1945. The Yugoslav representatives included a 
number of officers and an official of the Ministry of the 
Interior. 


U.S. EQUIPPED MILL IS HANDED TO AUSTRIA. A three- 
million-dollar rolling mill installed in the former Hermann 
Goering Steel Work in Linz (VOEST) with ECA aid was 
handed over to the Austrian Government on August 3rd by 
Walter J. Donnelly, United States High Commissioner. He 
called on the Austrian people to compare this U.S. contri- 
bution with Soviet spoliation. The mill is part of the ten 
million dollars in steel-milling equipment that will be fur- 
nished by the ECA to what is called the United Austrian 
Steel works (VOEST). ‘‘Austria has received many lavish 
promises of help from the Soviet Union,’’ the U.S. High 
Commissioner said. ‘‘But that support, unfortunately, has 
been confined largely to the spoken and printed word, and 
what action there has been, has been destructive rather than 
constructive. Those assets which have not been bodily re- 
moved, have been included in the 350 factories and oil 
fields which the Soviets not only control, but operate solely 
in their own interest. That is not the American concept of 
peace and friendship. We believe it is to be found in the 
kind of practical unqualified help which the United States 
offers to Austria in this mill.’’ 


AMERICANS VACATE NATIONAL BANK BUILDINGS IN 
VIENNA. U.S. High Commissioner Walter J. Donnelly re- 
cently ordered release of the Austrian National Bank build- 
ings on the Otto Wagnerplatz in Vienna, ‘which has for the 
past six years housed the U.S. Headquarters in Austria. The 
formal transfer to the Austrian Government followed within 
a few days. 


RUSSIANS RELEASE THE FAMOUS JESUIT MONASTERY 
AT KALKSBURG. In mid-August Soviet High Commissioner 


Lt. Gen. Sviridov notified Austrian Chancellor Leopold Figl 
in writing that he had ordered the Soviet Central Head- 
quarters in Vienna to release several properties heretofore 
occupied by Soviet military detachments. These include 102 
rooms belonging to the well-known Jesuit Monastery of Kalks- 
burg. 


RUSSIANS USE VIENNA STATION FOR COMMUNIST NET- 
WORK BROADCAST. Early in August Felix Kreisler, the 
Director of the so-called ‘‘Russian Hour’’ on the Ravag 
station, returned from Moscow to organize a network pro- 
gram in support of the Communist Youth Rally recently held 
in Berlin. The program was carried by stations in Warsaw, 
Prague, Budapest, Bucarest and Sofia. Ravag’s ‘‘Russian 
Hour’’ has for some time now been transmitted over this 
satellite network. Inasmuch as Ravag has no influence on 
the programming of the ‘‘Russian Hour’’, the station’s 
management had no hand in this network broadcast. 


MEATLESS DAYS IN AUSTRIA. On August 21st the Aus- 
trian Government issued a proclamation setting Tuesdays and 
Fridays as meatless days in order to cope with the present 
meat shortage and rising meat prices. Large shipments of 
pork and beef are being sent to Austria from Denmark, 
Yugoslavia and the United States to meet the situation. 


1.R.0. TURNS OVER THREE CAMPS TO AUSTRIAN 
GOVERNMENT. The International Refugee Organiza- 
tion, in a ceremony held at the Hellbronner Kaserne in 
Salzburg, recently turned over to the Austrian Federal 
Government three refugee institutions heretofore under 
its administration, General John S. Wood, the Chief of the 
IRO, concomitantly handed Chancellor Leopold Figl a 
check in the amount of 13,300,000 schillings, representing 
80% of the funds being placed at the disposal of the Aus- 
trian Government for the care of the Displaced Persons 
living in these camps. In a brief address, Chancellor Figl 
said: ‘‘The return of the three institutions places upon the 
Austrian Federal Government the responsibility and duty 
to find for their inmates a real national home.‘‘ The Aus- 
trian people, who still had to set the course of their own 
life, would fulfil their duty as a civilized nation in spite 
of all hardships; as evidence of their humaneness, they 
would always give foremost consideration to the individual, 
whom they shall respect and help, Dr. Figl added. 


NEW AUSTRIAN ENVOY TO VATICAN PRESENTS CRE- 
DENTIALS. On August 6, 1951, Josef Kripp, Austria’s new 
Envoy to the Vatican, presented his credentials to Pope 
Pius XII at the latter’s summerresidence of Castel Gandolfo. 


DR.HANS PERNTER, FORMER MINISTER OF EDUCATION, 
DIES. At the end of July, Dr. Hans Pernter, a former Aus- 
trian Minister of Education (1936-38) and prominent welfare 
official, died in Bad Ischl at the age of 64. Minister of Edu- 
cation Hurdes sent a telegram of condolences to the de- 
ceased’s family. Chancellor Figl and Ministers Hurdes and 
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Kraus, as well as a large number of Education Ministry 
officials, attended the requiem held at St. Stephen’s Cathe- 
dral. Dr. Pernter entered the Ministry of Education in 1934 
as undersecretary; in 1936 he became Minister of Educa- 
tion, a post which he held until 1938 when he was arrested 
by the Nazis and interned in a concentration camp. After the 
war, as Acting Vice President of the ‘‘In- und Auslandshilfe 
fuer Oesterreichische Kinder’’ — an organization devoted to 
the care of undernourished and sick children — he was gen- 
erally conceded to have literally saved the lives of many 
Austrian children threatened with disease and famine. 


WAR CAUSED 30 BILLION SCHILLINGS’ DAMAGE IN 
AUSTRIA. The 1951 Investment Promotion Law was en- 
acted by the Austrian Nationalrat (Lower Chamber of Parlia- 
ment) at the end of July. A resolution was submitted re- 
questing the Ministry of Finance to report annually to the 
Main Committee of the Nationalrat on the law’s effects with 
regard to the country’s political economy and its tax struc- 
ture. Speaking on behalf of the Austrian People’s Party, 
Deputy Boeck-Greissau said ‘‘that after the events of the 
past few years it would be sheer madness to deny the neces- 
sity of capital investments in Austria’s economy. The 
damage wrought by the war and the events following the 
conclusion of hostilities alone amounted to some 20 billion 
(schillings); moreover, the damage inflicted upon mines and 
industrial installations totalled another 10 billion as esti- 
mated in 1949.’’ Deputy Migsch, who took the floor forthe 
Socialist Party, stated: ‘‘If the community grants the in- 
dividual a sizeable reduction (in taxes), thus enabling him 
to improve his production facilities and the organization of 
his enterprise, it does so only in the expectation that such 
preferential tax treatment will result in an increase of the 
national income during the coming fiscal period.’’ 


TEN BILLION SCHILLINGS FOR CAPITAL INVESTMENTS. 
Early in August, the People’s Party news service reported 
that with an aggregate national income of 41.7 billion schil- 
lings in 1950, Austrian industrial and agricultural invest- 
ments for that year amounted to 9.6 billion, or 23% of the 
national income. Of this amount, 2.8 billion schillings were 
derived from ERP funds, 300 to 400 million from the pro- 
ceeds of the previous year’s investments, and the balance 
of 6.3 billion from private industrial funds. The latter, 
however, infringe upon the liquid assets of the companies 
involved or represent bank debits on their part. Although in 
a sound economy, the capital investment rate generally 
amounts to 10-12% of the national income, the percentage in 
Austria has fluctuated between 20 and 23% since 1948. This 
notwithstanding, of 13 Westem countries Austria has had 
the lowest per capita investment rate to date. In 1950, this 
per capita rate was about 1,000 schillings, or some $49.00, 
whereas in Sweden, for example, the per capita investment 
figure was about 3500 schillings, or $167.00. Other states 
have earmarked some 70 to 140 dollars per capita for their 
capital investment programs. 


SAVINGS DEPOSITS INCREASE IN AUSTRIA. At the end 
of July Austrian savings deposits totalled about two and a 


half billion schillings, an increase of 230 million since the 
beginning of the year. In 1937 the country’s savings depos- 
its amounted to 2.35 billion schillings, which, at today’s 
purchasing power of the schilling, would be equivalent to 
14 billion schillings. 


AUSTRIAN EMPLOYMENT RATE AT 2 MILLION LEVEL. 
The employment figures released early in August 1951 re- 
flect a healthy development of Austria’s economy. At the 
beginning of July of this year, Austria had 2,019,124 per- 
sons covered by compulsory employment insurance. Of these 
1,358,883 were men and 660,241 women. These figures re- 
present an increase of 48,670 over the employment level of 
1950. 


LIMBERG DAM AT KAPRUN TO BE COMPLETED IN 
SEPTEMBER. Completion of the Limberg Dam at the Kap- 
run power station will be celebrated on September 22, 1951. 
By that time the dam of the reservoir will have reached its 
maximum height of 120 meters (1 m. equals 3.28 ft.). The 
length of the dam’s upper ridge is 354 meters. When full, 
the reservoir will have a capacity of 80 million cubic meters 
of water (1 m3 equals 35.316 cu, ft.), with the surface of 
the water 1670 meters above sea level. 


ENNS POWER STATIONS INCREASE OUTPUT. In mida- 
August the third of the four contemplated generator units 
was placed into operation at the Muehlrading power station 
of the nationalized Ennskraftwerke A.G. This will now in- 
crease the output of the station to 18,000 kilowatt at an 
annual working capacity of 90.7 million kilowatt-hours. The 
total output of all four Enns power stations (those at Gross- 
rahming, Ternberg, Staning and Muehlrading), at which 10 
generator sets are now in operation, currently amounts to 
134,000 kilowatt; their aggregate working capacity is 665 
million kilowatt-hours. The fourth power unit of the Muehl- 
rading station will presumably be ready for operation in the 
spring of 1952. 


PROJECTED TRAUN RIVER POWER STATIONS TO 
YIELD ONE BILLION K.W.H. ‘The Traun River will be 
the site of sixteen projected power stations which are ex- 
pected to produce one billion kilowatt-hours per year. The 
plans for three of these have already been completed. The 
private and municipal power stations now in operation on this 
Upper Austrian waterway produceone hundred million kilo- 
watt-hours annually. 


FULL ELECTRIFICATION OF AUSTRIAN AGRICULTURE 
PLANNED. The general plan envolved in 1949 for the com- 
plete electrification of Austrian agriculture is now reaching 
completion. It includes 15,033 farms which do not yet have 
electric light. Data collected by the various Government 
agencies reveal that 72% of all farms in 3887 municipalities 
with close to four million inhabitants were already electri- 
fied at the beginning of 1950. Tyrol, with 88% of all her 
farms electrified, ranks first throughout the country. Reali- 
zation of the plan will entail an expenditure of one billion 
schillings, calculated on the basis of mid-1950 price levels. 
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Clarification of the technical and financial problems in- 
volved will be expedited by the proposed passage of ap- 
propriate legislation to promote the country’s electrification. 


AUSTRIA TO PERMIT EXPORT OF 1.4 MILLION CUBIC 
METERS OF MILLED LUMBER. At the end of July the 
Austrian Economic Directorate fixed the quota for milled 
coniferous lumber that may be exported during the second 
half of 1951. According to its decision Austrian lumber 
exporters will be permitted to export a maximum of 1,400, 
000 cubic meters (1 cubic meter equals 35.31 cubic feet) of 
coniferous wood between July ist and December 3ist. 
During the first half of the year 1,263,869 cubic meters of 
milled coniferous lumber were exported from Austria. Of 
these exports, Italy received 30.8%, Holland 19.6%, Trieste 
11.6% and England 11.3%. 


INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE OF WOOD TECHNICIANS 
TO MEET IN AUSTRIA. In mid-August of this year the 
Food and Agricultural Organization (F.A.O.) of the United 
Nations sponsored the second international conference of 
wood technicians in Igls near Innsbruck, at the invitation of 
the Austrian Government. The group of technologists which 
met at Igls discussed problems pertaining to the vertical 
splitting and tension of wood grain, the grading and classi- 
fication of wood, the testing of plywood plates and similar 
mechanical processes. The conference was prepared and 
organized by Dr. Rudolf Philipp on behalf of the Austrian 
F.A.O. Committee. 


7TH BOY SCOUT JAMBOREE AT BAD ISCHL. The 7th 
International Boy Scout Jamboree opened in Aigen near 
Bad Ischl on August 3, 1951. The opening event consisted 
of the meeting of the 16-member International Committee and 
the International Boy Scout Conference composed of 174 
delegates. The 7th Jamboree was named ‘‘The Jamboree of 
Simplicity’’ and represented 5 million Boy Scouts from 36 
countries. Attending the Jamboree were 20,000 Boy Scouts 
(including 629 American Scouts) and 140 international press 
correspondents. Ten western European radio stations broad- 
cast the event. The Red-White-Red radio network even built 
a special studio on the Jamboree grounds. The Jamboree 
was formally opened by Chancellor Leopold Figl in the 
presence of Minister of Education Hurdes, Governor Gleis- 
sner of Upper Austria and Governor Klaus of Salzburg. The 
flags were raised and the motto ‘‘Boy Scouts from all corners 
of the earth are delegates of good will who unite in friend- 
ship and tear down the barriers of race and class’’ was pro- 
nounced. On August 6, 1951, Chancellor Figl, Foreign 
Minister Gruber, U.S. High Commissioner Donnelly and 
Governor Klaus received all 52 delegations in the Imperial 
Villa at Bad Ischl. Telegrams were read from President 
Truman and General Lucius D. Clay. The Jamboree had 
established a large administrative apparatus. At a branch 
office of the Austrian National Bank on the Jamboree 
grounds, one half million schillings in foreign currency 
were exchanged. A special post office erected at the site 
handled 100 foreign telephone calls a day. A switchboard 


had to be installed which would have normally been able to 
handle the traffic of a city of forty to fifty thousand in- 
habitants. An excellent water supply was assured by dis- 
continuing operations at a nearby sawmill. A stockpile of 
food, some 8000 sq. feet in area, included 70,000 kgs. of 
black bread, 10,000 kgs. of white bread, 110,000 kgs. of 
meat, 10,000 kgs. of fats, 150,000 eggs, 35,000 kgs. of 
sugar, 120,000 liters of milk, 18,000 kgs. of fruit and 30, 
000 kgs. of canned fish. For cooking the food, 11,000 
cubic meters (1 m3 equals 35.316 cu, ft.) of firewood had 
to be stocked and no less than 461,000 linear meters of 
wood were required for various constructions. Religious 
services of all faiths were held at the Jamboree. At the 
end of this great international event, on August 13th, an 
imposing farewell parade of all participants was staged. 


1000 YOUNG PEOPLE FROM 27 COUNTRIES MEET IN 
AUSTRIA. Between August 17 and 20, 1000 young people 
from 27 countries and the four corners of the earth met in 
Doebriach on the Millstaettersee in Carinthia. From August 
21 to 26 a Conference of the International Youth Hostel 
Association was held at Poetzleinsdorf Castle where the 
youth hostel of the City of Vienna is located. The confe- 
rence was under the honorary patronage of Austrian Minister 
of Education Dr. Felix Hurdes. 


AUSTRIAN DELEGATION AT THE WORLD YOUTH 
ASSEMBLY. The World Assembly of Youth recently held 
at Cornell University from August 5 to 16 was attended by 
500 delegates from 63 countries. A ten-member Austrian 
delegation, led by Dr. Hans Sassmann, represented the 
Catholic youth of Austria. The d2legation requested the 
Congress to accept Austria as a regular member of the 
World Assembly of Youth, a motion which was adopted un- 
animously. The W.A.Y, was founded in 1948 after the World 
Federation of Democratic Youth, which was established in 
1945, fell under Communist control. The major theme of the 
Cornell Congress was: ‘‘Youth and Human Rights.‘‘ Its 
Chairman was Maurice Sauve,a young attorney from Montreal, 
Canada. Both President Truman and Secretary of State 
Acheson sent messages of welcome to the Congress parti- 
cipants. 


UNITED STATES AIR FORCE INVITES AUSTRIAN 

STUDENT GOODWILL TOUR. The members of the second 
Austrian Student Goodwill Tour have been invited by the 
American Air Force to give performances of their Austrian 
folk songs, folk dances and folk music for the personnel of 
American army camps within the framework of the U.S.O. 
Army Camp Show program. This is the very first time that a 
foreign group of any sort has been called on to entertain 
armed service personnel. This tour of army camps by the 
Austrian Student Goodwill Tour is under the leadership of 
Dr. Susanne Polsterer. It gave its first Army concert at 
Stewart Air Base on August 20, after a conducted sight- 
seeing tour of West Point. The group is now in Maine and 
will later be flown to camps throughout the United States. 
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In the beginning of October it will begin its regular tour of 
American colleges and universities. 


INTERNATIONAL RELIGIOUS CONFERENCE HELD 
AT MATREI. ‘The Second International Conference on 
Religious and Professional Problems of our Time was held 
in Matrei, at the Brenner, from August 5, to 15, 1951. 
The conference, which was called under the motto ‘‘Christ, 
the Center of the World,’’ was organized under the patronage 
of Austrian Minister Dr. Ernst Ko lb and attracted scientists, 
scholars and specialists from Austria, Germany, Italy, 
Switzerland and France. 


PRESIDENT KOERNER ATTENDS INAUGURATION OF 
AUSTRIAN COLLEGE AT ALPBACH. The 7th International 
Summer School of the European Forum was formally opened 
at Alpbach on August 19th by the President of the Austrian 
College, Otto Molden, in the presence of President Koerner 
of Austria and a number of prominent Austrian and foreign 
guests. Part of the inauguration exercises were devoted to 
the laying of a comerstone for a new home to house the 
Austrian College. President Koerner paid tribute to the 
efforts of the Austrian College movement and noted that the 
latter’s premise, that political unity of Europe was possible 
only on the basis of a intellectual rapproachement andcultur- 
al unity of European nations, was indeed a correct one. 
The Austrian College movement favors the creation of an 
annual forum, at which the youth of Europe could take a 
stand of its own on the various cultural, moral and social 
problems confronting the Continent and also contribute to 
their solution. ‘‘We cannot close our eyes to the fact,’’ 
Dr. Koerner said, ‘‘that in our age the political life of the 
peoples of Europe is strongly influenced by two great 
movements: one, which draws its ideological strength from 
an awareness of religious revival; and the other, from the 
world of ideas of Democratic Socialism. Both have a common 
heritage: the protection of intellectual freedom and respect 
for human rights. Both sense that historic developments 
are threatening this heritage and that its preservation is the 
duty of each and everyone.’’ 

The new home of the Austrian College at Alpbach will 
be named after Paula von Preredovic, the noted Austrian 
poetess and humanist who died a few months ago. 


SUMMER SCHOOL COURSES OPEN AT TRAUNSEE 
CASTLE. At the end of July Austrian Minister of Educa- 
tion Felix Hurdes opened the 1951 summer school courses 
of the University of Vienna at Traunsee Castle, near Gmun- 
den. Among the students are 57 Americans who are combin- 
ing their work at the school with a six-week vacation in Aus- 
tria. Most of the American guest students come from the 
Foreign Service School in Georgetown, Washington, D.C., 
and are preparing themselves for a diplomatic career. About 
75% of the Americans are veterans whose term of study in 
Austria is being financed by the U.S. Government under the 
G.I. Bill of Rights. The examinations given at the end of 
the six-week course will be recognized by American uni- 
versities as entitling those who pass them to corresponding 


academic credits. Prof. Soelch is teaching geography and 
geopolitics, Prof. Verdross-Drossberg international law, 
and Prof. Bayer political economy. The lectures are given 
in English. 


INTERNATIONAL SUMMER SCHOOL OF THE I.C.F.T.U. 
HELD IN AUSTRIA. During the first two weeks of August 
the Education Division of the Intemational Confederation of 
Free Trade Unions organized an International Summer School 
at Woergl in the Tyrol. Forty-four trade-union members from 
various countries of Europe attended these courses, which 
were opened by Deputy Anton Proksch of the Austrian Parlia- 
ment. 


TWO LEADING VIENNESE PHYSICIANS INVITED A- 
BROAD. Two prominent Viennese physicians were recently 
called abroad for medical consultations: Dr. Ermst Lauda, 
an authority in the field of internal medicine, flew to Cal- 
cutta, India, and Dr. Hans Hoff, Chairman of the Psychia- 
tric Clinic in Vienna, visited a patient in Tel-Aviv, Israel. 


VIENNA CLINIC PERFORMS REMARKABLE CORDECTOM- 
IES AND LARYNGECTOMIES, PATIENTS LEARN TO 
SPEAK THROUGH ESOPHAGUS. Early in August of this 
year, surgeons at the Vienna Throat, Nose and Ear Clinic 
succeeded in performing a series of remarkable operations 
on patients afflicted with cancer of the larynx. Generally, 
the operations involved extirpation of the larynx and of the 
inferior or true vocal cords. Inasmuch as the patients thus 
lose their normal organs of speech, the new treatment con- 
sists in making use of the folds of the mucous membrane 
at the upper opening of the esophagus instead of the vocal 
cords of which the patients have had to be deprived. Through 
systematic and painstaking training, the patients are taught 
to speak by expelling air from the esophagus. The first com- 
plete laryngectomy was performed by the famous Viennese 
surgeon Billroth in 1873. Today, modern medicine can, with 
the help of penicillin, prevent any infection of the operative 
wound that could be caused by the saliva. Of the 150 larynx 
operations performed at the Vienna Clinic in the last few 
months, not a single one was fatal. 


AUSTRIA RECEIVES 224 KILOGRAMS OF AUREOMYCIN. 
In July the Austrian Ministry of Social Welfare received from 
the ECA a shipment of 224 kgs. of Aureomycin with a value 
of 18,237 dollars, for distribution to hospitals and pharma- 
cies. This antibiotic is of inestimable aid in the treatment 


of infectious diseases heretofore difficult to cure, includ- 
in typhus fever. 


SALZBURG HONORS PRESIDENT TRUMAN. As reported 
in the Austrian Information bulletin (IV/7) of May 11, 1951, 
the Municipal Council of Salzburg adopted a motion on April 
19, 1951, to bestow the great Gold Medal of Mozart’s City 
upon President Truman. On August 11, 1951, Lord Mayor 
Anton Neumayr handed the Medal to the U.S. High Commis- 
sioner in Austria, Walter J. Donnelly, who accepted it on 
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behalf of President Truman. High Western Allied dignitaries, 
including the United States High Commissioner for Germany, 
John J. McCloy, and Lewis Douglas, former U.S. Ambassa- 
dor to London, were also present. In the past, only the late 
Austrian President, Dr. Karl Renner, had received the re- 
ward. On the occasion of the presentation, Mayor Neumayr 
said: ‘‘Cultural life can only flourish where there is a 
spiritual basis for the ideals of freedom, justice and brother- 
ly love on which the American way of life is founded. It is 
to these ideals that the Salzburg Festivals can give thanks 
for their revival.’’ High Commissioner Donnelly said Presi- 
dent Truman would cherish the medal as a token of harmony 
between Austria and the United States. 


RECORD ATTENDANCE AT THIS YEAR'S SALZBURG 
FESTIVAL. In mid-August, Governor Klaus of Salzburg 
gave a reception at the ceremonial hall of the Residenz for 
the domestic and foreign press representatives who covered 
the Salzburg Festival. Dr. Klaus characterized the Salzburg 
Festivals as the cultural patrimony of the entire world. He 
also told the newsmen that in the first ten days of this year’s 
event, that is from July 27th to August 5th, no less than 
11,548 visitors had arrived at Salzburg’s hotels and board- 
ing houses; the figures for the same period in previous years 
were: 8650 in 1950, 5123 in 1949, 3589 in 1948, 1942 in 
1947 and 1706 in 1946. The estimated receipts of this 
year’s Festival had already beén exceeded by 5% in the 
first two weeks of the event as a result of the unusually 
large number of guests. 


AUSTRIAN MUSIC FESTIVAL IN CHARLOTTESVILLE, 
VA. Recently aMozart Festival was held in Charlottesville, 
Va., and the response was so enthusiastic that the organi- 
zers of the event are now preparing a Schubert Festival for 
1952 and a Haydn Festival for 1958. The Mozart Festival 
was organized by the University of Charlottesville in con- 
junction with the Evening Music Society of Washington, D.C. 


AUSTRIAN STATE THEATERS HAVE RECORD SEASON. 
For the first time in decades, the Austrian state theaters in 
the period between January ist and July 15th of this year 
have exceeded estimated box-office receipts by some 200, 
000 schillings. During this six-month period total receipts 
amounted to 7,710,000 schillings. 


SALZBURG PERFORMANCE OF SPANISH’ RIDING 
SCHOOL PRIOR TO FOREIGN TOUR. The famous Spanish 
Riding School, which when not on tour is stationed in Wels, 
Upper Austria, gave performances at the Salzburg Festival 
between July 27th and the 29th. In August of this year it 
toured Western Germany, Denmark and the Netherlands. At 
the beginning of September, it is scheduled to give an ex- 
hibition at the Rotterdam International Riding Contest. 


REVOLUTIONARY STAGE PROJECTION AROUSES IN- 
TEREST IN THEATRICAL CIRCLES. ‘‘G.K.P.’’, a patented 
revolutionary method of stage projection, developed by the 


Austrian inventor Eng. Paul Planer, was recently used for 
the first time on an American stage with marked success. 
The novel technique was incorporated into a production of 
Arouilh’s modern version of Sophocles’ ‘‘Antigone’’ pre- 
sented on the Barn Stages in Nantucket, Mass., one of New 
England’s finest summer theaters. The remarkable projec- 
tion method is an oblique, wide-angle, front projection which, 
in spite of short distances, provides large, bright, colorful 
and plastic pictures and visual effects, either still or in 
motion. Following its introduction at Nantucket, the method 
received enthusiastic press reviews, such as: ‘‘this pre- 
sentation will make American theatrical history’’, or, 
‘‘enthusiasm for Antigone continues to mount, and not only 
for the excellency of the production... marked interest in 
the G.K.P. scenic production by Broadway theaters has 
been shown...’’, or stiil,’’ the show seems to be the talk 
of the island and what was put on for prestige has turned 
into a profitable venture.’’ It is expected that this novel 
projection system, which has spread from the Vienna Burg- 
theater to all famous stages of Europe, will also be introduced 
on a large scale in American theaters as well and will offer 
not only new artistic and scenic advantages, but also con- 
siderable financial savings. 


AUSTRIAN DOCUMENTARY WINS FIRST PRIZE AT 
VENICE FILM BIENNIAL. First prize for full-length docu- 
mentaries at this year’s Venice Film Biennial was awarded 
to the Austrian picture ‘‘Adventure in the Red Sea’’, which 
was made by the well known Austrian deep-sea authority, 
Dr. Hass. 


FILM OF TIBET EXHIBITION AROUSES INTEREST IN 
VIENNA. Since the beginning of August the Urania Theater 
in Vienna has been showing a remarkable film made during 
the Dr. E. Schaeffer expedition to the Tibet. The documen- 
tary has aroused considerable interest as a result of recent 
events in that country. Entitled ‘‘Lhasa Lo — The For- 
bidden City,’’ the film offers an insight into the life of the 
primitive highland inhabitants and into their religion, a 
mixture of demonism and Buddhism. The picture also shows 
scenes of festivities and mask dances at the residence of 
the Dalai Lama, the court of the monks and other character- 
istic places and activities. 


WORK ON NEW AUSTRIAN DICTIONARY COMPLETED. 
At the beginning of August 1951 work was completed on 
the new Austrian dictionary, the spellings in which had 
given rise to considerable controversy last year. The dic- 
tionary is already in print and will presumably be released 
in the fall, or by Christmas at the latest. The work is in 
one volume. 


PREHISTORIC EXCAVATIONS IN THE BURGENLAND. 
Expert appraisal of the excavations made in 1950 at Loretto 
in the Burgenland reveals that these archeological findings 
date back to the earliest Bronze Period or about the year 
2000 A.D. Skeleton graves were found to contain many burial 
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offerings, the most outstanding of which were ums of rich 
stylistic form. The latter are assumed to be the product of 
a special culture proper to the Burgenland, which in Spain 
had its equivalent in the so-called ‘‘Bell-shaped Cup 
Culture’’. Dating back to the next period, the so-called 
‘‘Wieselburg Culture’’ — heretofore regarded as the oldest 
in the Burgenland, assumed to have flourished around 1800 
A.D. — was a grave with an unusually shaped tombstone and 
nine subterranean apartments. The third period of civiliza- 
tion represented by the Loretto excavations is the ‘‘Urn 

Field Culture’’ which dates back to about 1000 A.D. andis 

connected with the Illyrian civilization in that area at the 
time. From this period are assumed to be the 28 crematories, 
2 residential caves and 6 hearths found among the ruins. 
In addition to an abundance of bronze objects, experts have 
so far restored some 110 clay vessels. The Provincial 
Museum of the Burgenland is planning to continue the ex- 
cavation work during the current summer since the findings 
made to date would seem to indicate the presence of other 
significant archeological remains. 


ROMANESQUE CHURCH PORTAL DISCOVERED IN 
VIENNA, At the beginning of August 1951 one of the most 
important artistic discoveries of recent years was made 
during restauration work at the entrance of St. Michaels 
church in Vienna, where part of a late romanesque portal, 
dating from the period between 1230 and 1250, was un- 
covered, It is at present completely hidden behind an early 
19th century portal, the restauration of which led to its 
discovery. The romanesque portal, of which no mention has 
ever been found in earlier literature, is richly sculptured and 
shows traces of polychrome painting. It will continue to 
remain hidden, since there is no intention of removing the 
present portal which is well in keeping with the general 
style of the church facade. 


LAST WORK OF PAULA VON PRERADOVIC PUBLISHED 
FEW DAYS BEFORE HER DEATH. A few days before the 
death on May 15, 1951, of the Austrian poet Paula von 
Preradovic, her last work — a short story entitled ‘‘Die 
Versuchung des Columba’’ — was published by the Salz- 
burg publishing house of Otto Mueller. The work, which 
literary circles regard as the most mature of the poet’s epic 
output, tells of the life of a medieval Christian priest and 
a heathen maiden who had been entrusted to his care as a 
child. 


TWO MILLION VISITORS HAVE USED GROSS GLOCKNER 
ROAD. In July 1951, the Gross Glockner Highway was 
travelled by 103,024 visitors in 11,940 passenger cars and 
1,901 busses, and on 5,532 motorcycles and 1,859 bicycles. 
As compared to July 1950, this figure reflects a 33-percent 
increase in traffic. In July of this year 55% of all vehicles 
using the road bore foreign license plates; last year, there 
had been only 41%. The foreign cars came from 34 different 
countries, with Germany heading the list which also in- 


cluded, in order of frequency, Switzerland, the Netherlands, 
Belgium, Italy, France, Great Britain, Denmark, Sweden and 
the United States. The total number of travellers who have 
used the Gross Glockner road since its completion has now 
passed the two-million mark. On July 31, 1951, the figure 
stood at 2,022,529. 


NEW FREIGHT CABLE LINE OPENED IN AUSTRIA. 
Ing. Waldbrunner, Austrian Minister of Communications and 
Nationalized Industries, opened the country’s largest cable 
railroad early in August. The new cableway connects 
Enzinger Boden in the Stubachtal with the Weissee, a dif- 
ference in elevation of 840 meters (1 m. equals 3.28 feet). 
The construction material carried by the cable cars is 
brought to the 2320-meter-high mountain station of Weissee 
in two stages: first, from the valley station at Enzinger 
Boden (altitude: 1480 meters) to the intermediary station at 
Tauernmoossee (2051 meters), and then to the end of the 
line. Both sections of the line have a combined length of 
4.4 kms. (1 km. equals 0.624 miles). The line is supported 
by eleven stanchions, the highest of which is 32 meters 
long. Each car has a load capacity of two tons. At the 
Tauernmoos intermediate transfer point, the freight is moved 
from one platform to the other by means of a roller track. 
The new cable railroad will make it possible to transport 
construction materials to the site of erection within a matter 
of minutes. In the summer of 1952 limited passenger service 
will be instituted. The passenger cars will have a capacity 
of 25 persons. 


YUGOSLAV AIR LINE INAUGURATES SUSAK-GRAZ-LINZ 
SERVICE. Early in August JAT, the official Yugoslav Air 
Line, inaugurated regular air service between Susak, on the 
Adriatic, Graz, in Styria (British Zone) and Linz, in Upper 
Austria (U.S. Zone). The Styrian capital is thus, for the 
first time, included on an intemational air route. JAT is 
planning to open shortly a second service via Graz, namely 
from Belgrade to Frankfurt-am-Main in Germany. 


AUSTRIA’S TOURIST ADVERTISING EXHIBITION IN 
COLOGNE. As a result of the marked interest aroused by 
Austria’s participation in the large Health Exhibition re- 
cently held in Cologne, the Cologne Fair Committee has 
invited Austria to keep her tourist advertising display and 
pavilion open for the Fall Fair as well. The latter is sche- 
duled to be held from September 9th to the 18th. 


AUSTRIAN SCIENTISTS TO ATTEND WORLD CHEMISTRY 
CONGRESS IN NEW YORK. Among the many renowned 
chemists from all over the world who will attend the 12th 
Congress of the Intemational Union of Chemistry, to be 
held in New York from September 3rd to the 14th, are Pro- 


fessor Zacherl of Vienna, and Professors Lieb and Kratky of 
Graz.

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STATEMENT BY THE AUSTRIAN FEDERAL CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE. In a statement regarding the recently 
concluded fifth Austrian wage-and-price agreement (see 
Austrian Information Bulletin No. 13 of August 2), which 
was reached after prolonged negotiations with the parti- 
cipation of trade, industry, and labor unions, the Austrian 
Federal Chamber of Commerce declared: 

‘*Two main difficulties had to be overcome in order to 
reach an equitable solution of these complex problems: 

‘“(1) An attempt had to be made to secure a prolonged 
period of stabilized wages and prices by doing away with 
artificial market conditions. This could, of course, not be 
achieved by the mere abolition of subsidies and by the in- 
crease of fares, rates and public utility prices. It was also 
necessary to take a first step toward the safeguarding of 
rent controls to stop further deterioration. 

**(2) It was necessary to keep the wage increases ne- 
cessitated by the high cost of living within such limits 
as to prevent them from initiating a new upward trend of 
prices. The fixed prices for essential foodstuffs and tariffs 
which have a strong bearing on the cost of living are to 
guarantee a stable general price level. Industry and trade 
will have to absorb other price increases, and each indivi- 
dual enterprise must contribute to this according to its pro- 
ductive capacity and financial position. Whether this will 
be possible, will depend on taxation being adjusted so as 
to promote productivity, and foreign trade being given such 
facilities as to allow it to compete satisfactorily under 
increasingly difficult conditions. 


’*The increase of the share contributed by the state to 
social insurance (an increase from 25% to 30%) as well as 
the raising of the tax-free personal income-tax allowance, 
from 1,500 to 1,800 Austrian schillings per year, will mean 
an additional burden for both trade and industry, as well as 
for the Treasury. 


‘It must be admitted that public utilities have not kept 
abreast of the general price development and that certain 
increases will be justified. They will be necessary,if state 
subsidies for the railways and the postal services are to be 
reduced. 

‘*The new fiscal measures to be introduced in connec- 
tion with the wage-and-price agreement will also add to the 
burden borne by trade andindustry. A considerable increase 
of purchase, transportation and oil taxes is being contem- 
plated in order to enable the administration to pay those 
subsidies which are to be maintained, and to meet increas- 


ed wages, salaries, and other demands on the Treasury re- 
sulting from the price-and-wage agreement. “‘ 


INSULATION SLABS FOR HOUSE BUILDERS. Insulation 
slabs are again available from Austria. They are thefamous 
Heraklith insulators which, for many years, have been in 
use in many tropical and subtropical climates, including 
India and Africa. 

Heraklith was developed from tests begun in 1915. To 
date, according to a conservative estimate, there are ap- 
proximately 500 million square feet of Heraklith in use in 
buildings all over the world. Heraklith is light, provides 
excellent thermal insulation, and absorbs sound to an as- 
tonishing degree. Its fire resisting qualities were proved 
many times and were mentioned in a report of the London 
National Fire Brigade’s Association (No. 255): ‘‘Through- 
out the test (one hour) the partition effectively prevented 
any fire from reaching the outside of the partition. ‘‘ 

Heraklith, in addition, is also vermin-proof and users 

have found that it adds considerably to the structural 
strength of buidlings in which it is used. Although 60 lbs. 
per sq. ft. is the standard requirement for gypsum plas- 
ter, Heraklith showed an average value of over 300 lbs. per 
square foot in tests made by a competent, well-known 
testing laboratory. The handling of Heraklith is easy, as 
the slabs can be cut with an ordinary carpenter’s sharp 
tooth-saw or circular saw and it is easy to drill holes 
and to drive nails through it without splitting or breaking 
the Austrian material. As to Heraklith’s durability, it is 
claimed that its life is practically unlimited because - as 
time goes on -the petrification of the individual fibers be- 
comes more and more effective. 
CERAMIC COSTUME JEWELRY MASKS. A new fashion item 
created by a leading Austrian artist is a small ceramic mask, 
approximately 1% inches high, available in most attractive 
colors, which can be used as a broche as well as in many 
other ways. The mask is hallow, and special effects can be 
achieved by underlaying it with other materials, which will 
be visable through the holes representing the eye and mouth. 
The article was developed after extensive inquiries in 
European markets and in this country, where the response to 
the creator’s idea was generally favorable. The first sample 
of the new creation has arrived at the office. of the Austrian 
Trade Delegate and may be seen there, or samples may be 
obtained by writing directly to the Austrian firm, the name of 
which may be obtained from the Austrian Trade Delegate’s 
office in New York.

NEW AUSTRIAN MANUFACTURE OF PLASTICS. Informa- 
tion was received from Austria to the effect that a new 
plastics factory is under construction in Hallein-Neualm. 
Its output is scheduled to include the manufacture of vinyl 
chloride and, possibly, other plastic raw materials and pro- 
ducts. The factory is near the Hallein works of the Ebensee 
Solvay plant, which will be one of the principal raw material 
suppliers of the new West Austrian factory. 


CONCERT ORGANS EN ROUTE FROM AUSTRIA. Word 
has been received from Austria that concert organs from one 
of Austria’s famous organ builders will soon be again avail- 
able in this country. The first shipment is expected very 
shortly, and other shipments will follow soon thereafter. 
The Austrian firm, in cooperation with the American importer 
of the Austrian concert organs, is planning a concert tour 
of the United States early in Spring 1952, during which this 
product of Austrian craftsmanship will be presented to the 
American public in many parts of the country. (Ref. No. 1073) 


NEWS FROM AUSTRIAN INDUSTRY. THE MANUFACTURE 
OF AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY particularly suited to 
Central European conditions has been taken up by several 
small Austrian firms. These machines are mainly intended 
for small holdings for which the use of large machines would 
be uneconomical. One of the manufacturing firms has re- 
cently developed a special device for spreading artificial 
fertilizers, for which great interest has already been shown 
in a number of foreign countries. 

AUSTRIA’S VENEER INDUSTRY has been able to raise 
its production by 12 per cent during the past months. Some 
factories succeeded in selling up to 70 per cent of their 
output in Western European markets. 

THE AUSTRIAN STEYR WORKS (Steyr-Daimier-Puch 
A.G. at Steyr, Upper Austria, U.S. Zone), are about to build 
tractors for India which will be assembled in that country 
in order to avoid the difficulties connected with the impor- 
tation of finished goods. A number of other Austrian firms 
producing Diesel engines and various metal goods also in- 
tend to produce for the Indian market on the basis of similar 
assembling agreements. 

AN AUSTRIAN MANUFACTURER, Mr. Franz Perzl of 
Vienna, has applied for a patent for a new kind of screw bolt. 
The new bolt is said to offer a higher resistance to ex- 
cessive and quickly-changing stress and strain, or high 
temperature fluctuations, and has a most simple screw-nut 
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locking device which meets most requirements The novelty 
consists of a central bolt made of a very hard material with 
a left-hand-thread. This bolt is fitted into an outer part 
which has been warmed and which has a right-hand thread 
of different pitch. (1092) 

AN ECA AUTHORIZATION amounting to $435,000 for 
the purchase of mining equipment in the U.S. was granted in 
July, with a view to raising the output of the mines in the 
Erzberg area, Styria (Brit. Zone). This allocation is part of 
a plan to increase Erzberg’s monthly iron ore output from 
the present 5,500 tons to 7,400 tons at a total cost of 
$2,326,000, of which 27 per cent are scheduled to be fin- 
anced by direct American ECA aid. 

THE WEST GERMAN AUTHORITIES have announced 
that they intend to authorize allocations of between $80,000 


and $100,000 for the import of Austrian books and periodicals. 


It is hoped that a total of between $200,000 and $250,000 
will be authorized by the fall of this year. The export of 
Austrian books and periodicals to Westem Germany is 
governed by a special agreement under which the entire 
receipts from the sales in Westem Germany are to be 
used for buying German books. In 1950, Austria exported 
books for a total value of 50 million Austrian schillings, 
60% of which went to Western Germany. 
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AUSTRIA’S STAPLE FIBER (CELLULOSE FIBER) 
PRODUCTION in Lenzing amounted to 3707 tons, in July. 
With the foreign and domestic demand continuing to be very 
great, Lenzing announced that its staple fiber production is 
sold out until the end of this year. Production is partly 
handicapped because of extreme difficulties in obtaining 
the necessary chemicals and cellulose; this has obliged the 
Lenzing works to engage in some barter business in order to 
procure the urgently needed raw materials. Cellophane will 
probably be produced by Lenzing at the beginning of next 
year. The start of this new line of production was delayed 
because of difficultiesin obtaining part of the newmachinery 
required. 

A NEW TAR DISTILLATION PLANT of the VOEST 
Works is expected to be ready for operation in November. 
The new plant is the first of a number of similar expansion 
projects which, it is hoped, will be completed by the end of 
1952. The new plant will enable the VOEST Works to pro- 
duce a better grade of tar for road paving purposes. For the 
first time, VOEST will also be equipped to produce tar 
without bitumen content. VOEST announced that once the 
new facilities are in operation the new bitumen-free tar 
will be marketed under the name of ‘‘Weather Tar,’’ a pro- 
duct which thus farhas been in very short supply in AUSTRIA. 

PECTIN for the manufacture of fruit juices is now avail- 
able in Austria. The factory is located in Attnang (Upper 
Austria) and produces 120 tons per year. 


VIENNA’S INTERNATIONAL FALL FAIR. Fifteen nations 
from all over the world, including this country, will exhibit 
at Vienna’s Intemational Fall Fair, from September 9th 
through the 16th. Horticulturists from many countries are 
looking forward to the Flower and Horticultural Exhibition, 
which will be part of the Vienna fair this fall, and which 
will feature a ‘‘show of 100,000 flowers.’’ 

The major attraction for buyers at this fall’s Vienna 
fair will be the toy exhibit. Among many new playthings for 
children and adults of all ages, visitors to the Vienna fair 
will find a variety of special musical instruments for 
children, such as small pianos, children’s accordeons, 
children’s trumpets, etc. Original Dirndl dolls are also ex- 
pected to arouse considerable interest on the part of buyers. 
Austria’s famous fur industry will show its latest creations 
with the prevailing fashion trend running to knee-length 
coats and a variety of stoles. Buyers from the United States 
will be especially interested in a novelty to be seen at the 
textile exhibit: crease-resisting Jacquard Dirndl fabrics. 
Shirtings will be on display in many new and interesting 
designs. 

NOVELTY IN LADIES’ BAGS. Among the many leather 
goods at Vienna’s fall fair, buyers will find some attractive, 
typically Austrian, ladies’ evening bags made of silk-velour, 
while other creations feature crocodile-leather. Other ladies’ 
bags shown at the Vienna Fair contain ahidden jewelry com- 
partment —a novelty, the first announcement of which has al- 
ready aroused great interest in buyer circles. Gloves, to be 
seen in many varieties and materials, feature models with 
removable knitted linings. 

In the field of sports equipment, ski shoes and skis, as 
well as skiing and other sports equipment, will be seen in 
world-famous Austrian guaranteed qualities. Cheaper lines 
feature skis with plastic covers as well as icehockey equip- 
ment treated with plastics, which is said to give not only 
longer service but also better gliding results on the ice. 
Needless to say that among the miscellaneous articles to be 
seen in this sector of the Vienna Fair are also original 
Austrian knapsacks, including special ones for skiers and 
mountaineers. 

Among the furniture exhibited at the Vienna Fair will be 
a dining-room buffet for small apartments, which also con- 
tains space for clothes. Among the many office machines, 
the ‘‘smallest universal calculating machine in the world’’ 
should prove to be a center of interest. In spite of its com- 
pactness and its remarkable lightness, less than 1 lb., the 
machine operates noiselessly and does all the work larger 
and more elaborate calculating machines do: adding, sub- 
tracting, multiplying and dividing. Special built-in relays 
safeguard against mechanical errors. 


LARGE MACHINE EXHIBIT. A novelty in the field of 
Stationery supplies to be seen in Vienna will be a new 
fountain pen without any filling mechanism which the manu- 
facturer claims fills by just dipping it into ink. Window- 
display articles include a large variety of electrically 
powered show-window gadgets, many with lighting effects. 
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Foam rubber is being shown not only in matresses and 
upholstery but also built into earmuffs. Rubber toys will 
still be available in Vienna. In addition to a large number 
of diversified constructions the machine exhibit will feature 
a two-ton electro-car with individual rear wheel drive. Ameri- 
can firms will demonstrate a variety of construction and 
earth-moving equipment. Machine tools to be seen in Vienna 
this fall will be the more interesting as a cross-section of 
European products, including special items from Austria, 
Germany, Denmark, Sweden, and Great Britain will be 
featured. Among the food processing machines, there will 
be a display of bakery machinery which, according to the 
manufacturer, saves up to 40% in shortening and oil.
